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G raff iti 
painter 
caught 
in act

The sharp-eyed wife of a Ro- 
mulus policeman helped in 
the capture of a 17-year-old 
gang related graffiti painter 
last Thursday. 

Sandy Schwartz, wife of Of- 
ficer Rick Schwartz, was riding 
with her husband at 5:30 p.m., 
when she spotted the teen 
spray painting graffiti on the 
overpass at Shook and Menton 
roads in Romulus. 

She alerted her husband to 
the illegal action and they 
drove by the location several 
times, after the youth briefly 
halted the painting of gang re- 
lated graffiti. 

When the teen restarted the 
graffiti effort, Schwartz parked 
their car and observed. Sud- 
denly the suspect halted his 
project, waved to a passing car 
and jumped in the rear seat, 
Schwartz said. 

Schwartz took after the sus- 
pect while his wife called po- 
lice headquarters over their 
car phone. 

Sandy Schwartz told Dis- 
patcher Kelli Wright the direc- 
tion the youths were traveling 
and helped lead officers Phil 
Czemik and Chris Imperati to 
the eastbound Interstate-94 
lane, where the youth was 
captured. 

Youth officer Rosemary 
Cooper said both black and 
white spray paint cans were 
confiscated. 

Cooper said the young man 
was referred to the Wayne 
County Probation Department 
by 34th District Court Judge 
Tina Brooks Green, after he 
plead guilty to the charge of 
vandalism. 

Ironically, Cooper and 
Schwartz coordinated a paint- 
over of four chronic graffiti lo- 
cations with a band of Ro- 
mulus High School students 
last Oct. 5. 

Since that time however 
gang style graffiti has reap- 
peared at two of the four loca- 
tions, Cooper said, and she will 
seek another paint-over ses- 
sion by students later this 
spring. 

The teenager will be sen- 
tenced by Green on March 31. 
Cooper had expressed interest 
that three elements be in- 
cluded in his probation: that 
he complete school (he is now 
attending adult education 
classes), that he paint over at 
least the graffiti that he cre- 
ated (if not all within the city 
now) and that he obtain a job.

Burned worker 
fighting for life

Spring arrives 

...but so does 1995 tornado season 


A 32-year-old Romulus steel 
fabricating worker is fighting 
for his life following an indus- 
trial accident that burned 87 
percent of his body late Mon- 
day afternoon. 

A second employee also suf- 
fered bums, Fire Chief Will- 
iam Greenslait said Tuesday 
morning. 

The most seriously burned 
worker is John Chessrown, 32, 
of Gibraltar, who was initially 
taken to Annapolis Hospital 
on Monday evening and then 
transported to the University 
of the University of Michigan 
Burn Center by ambulance, 
because weather conditions 
did not permit a helicopter 
flight. 

Chessrown is listed in criti- 
cal condition with third and 
fourth degree burns. 

The second employee, Eric 
Wymer, 24, of Southgate, was 
listed in fair condition. 

Tina Strickland, phone op- 
erator at M B M Fabricating at 
36333 Northline Road, said she 
dialed 911 as soon as she heard 
something was wrong. 

“I didn’t know exactly what 
happened at the time, but I 
knew someone was hurt. The 
ambulance was here within 


five minutes,” she said. 

According to Romulus Fire 
Department reports, Wymer 
was using an acetylene torch 
to cut off the top of an empty 
55-gallon drum, when it ex- 
ploded setting the clothes of 
both men on fire. 

A fireball leaped from the 
drum and instantly struck 
Chessrown’s clothes, critically 
burning him within seconds. 

The explosion also set Wy - 
meFs clothes on fire and co- 
workers courageously tackled 
him, as he began to race about 
the plant. 

Fire Marshall David Allison 
reported that apparently flam- 
mable fumes inside the drum 
were ignited by the torch, but a 
further investigation will be 
conducted to determine the 
exact cause of the blast. 

Allison said the blast blew 
the bottom off the drum and 
sent a fireball out the other 
end. 

Greenslait said the explo- 
sion may have occurred be- 
cause the barrel was not 
properly purged of fumes be- 
fore the cutting operation be- 
gan, but the follow up 
investigation should deter- 
mine that.

While Romulus has been 
somewhat lucky in avoiding 
tornado damage in recent 
years, area residents are re- 
minded that 11 twisters tou- 
ched down in Michigan in 1994 
causing more than $1.5 million 
in damage. 

Margaret A. LeDuc, emer- 
gency management coordina- 
tor for the city, said the 1994 
Michigan based tornadoes hit 
Washtenaw, Clare, Crawford, 
Jackson, Kalkaska, Lenawee, 
Livingston, Missaukee, Mon- 
tcalm, Ogemaw and Osceola. 

Because no one can predict 
where tornadoes will strike in 
1995, Leduc warned all resi- 
dents should reacquaint them- 
selves with tornado safety 
procedures each year. 

Thus in support of Gov. John 
Engler’s Severe Weather 
Awareness Week beginning 
Sunday, LeDuc urged resi- 


dents to practice their “just-in- 
case” procedures at home and 
work during the coming week. 

“Tornadoes generally de- 
velop from severe thunder- 
storms,” LeDuc explained, 
“and while all severe thunder- 
storms do not spawn torna- 
does, twisters are more likely 
to occur when there is un- 
seasonably warm and humid 
air at the earth’s surface and 
cold air at the middle atmo- 
spheric levels accompanied by 
strong upper-level jet stream 
winds. 

In Michigan, LeDuc said, 
these conditions are most 
likely to occur in March, April 
or May. While typical Michigan 
tornadoes produce winds of 75 
to 125 mile winds a tornado 
traveling through Flint in 1953 
had winds of over 200 miles 
per hour. 

On the average annually, 
Michigan experiences about 
16 tornadoes, LeDuc said, and 
since 1950 a total of 237 per- 


sons have been killed. While 
tornadoes can strike at any 
time of the year, the most 
likely times are between 3 and 
7 p.m. April through July, she 
said. 

Since tornadoes develop 
and move rapidly, LeDuc said, 
area residents should familiar- 
ize themselves with severe 
weather alert terms, such as 
tornado watch and tornado 
warning. 

When a tornado watch is de- 
clared, she said, residents 
should gather a first aid kit, 
flashlight and portable radio 
and be prepared to advance to 
a pre-selected tornado shelter 
site. 

A watch simply means that 
weather conditions are right 
for development for a tornado. 

Meanwhile, a tornado warn- 
ing means that a tornado has 
already been sighted nearby 
and everyone is warned to take

Pitoniak to outline 
anti-deep well bills 


Twenty-second District 
State Representative Gregory 
Pitoniak (D- Taylor) hopes that 
he will have the latest views 
from the federal Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency on his 
current bills outlawing com- 
mercial injection wells 
throughout Michigan, when he 
appears before the Romulus 
City Council at 7:30 p.m. 
Monday. 

Pitoniak was urged to at- 
tend the council meeting sev- 
eral weeks ago, after veteran 
Councilman Ellis Pennington 
expressed concerns over what 
Pitoniak planned to do with 
the toxic waste from at least 40 
current local industries. 

Pitoniak revealed that he 
had sent a letter to the EPA to 


see if Michigan would poten- 
tially lose any federal environ- 
mental grants if his bills were 
approved by the legislature 
and signed by Gov. John 
Engler. 

Pennington also said he was 
seeking clarification from 
Pitoniak on whether his bills 
would limit one toxic liquid 
waste per company to be 
placed down the approved en- 
vironmental wells. 

“We have got to do some- 
thing with the toxic wastes that 
are developed just in Ro- 
mulus,” Pennington said. 

“I am not so much pro well, 
as I am interested in making 
Romulus as safe as possible 
from toxic waste,” he said. 


Gas tax hike looms 
for state road repairs

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Twenty-second District 
State Representative Gregory 
Pitoniak (D- Taylor) expects 
that Gov. John Engler will soon 
be moving in support of road 
and highway improvements 
across Michigan. 

Pitoniak, who is vice chair- 
man of the Michigan House of 
Representatives’ Transporta- 
tion Committee, believes the 
announcement could come as 
early as mid-April. 

Most local residents feel 
Michigan roads are in poor 
condition, Pitoniak said, de- 
spite the fact that the Metro 
area is proud to be known col- 
lectively as Motor City. 

Some of the parts of any 
1995 road improvement plan, 
Pitoniak said, could be a five 
to eight cent gas tax boost, the 
possible end or lowering of the 
diesel fuel discount and 
trucker fee increases. 

Pitoniak said the gas tax 
may be phased in over a pe- 


riod of time and the diesel dis- 
count may be lowered or 
killed. 

In a published special letter 
from Michigan Department of 
Transportation Director Pa- 
trick Nowak’s office, “In the 
past decade, average vehicle 
mileage has risen from ap- 
proximately 12 miles to almost 
22 miles per gallon. 

“Thus the price of gasoline 
in real dollars has actually 
dropped,” Nowak said. “So the 
fuel cost of driving 15.000 miles 
a year is actually 30 percent 
less than a decade ago, while 
the right-of-way costs and un- 
funded federal mandates con- 
tinue to rise.” 

The fact that Michigan 
spends little on roads is no sur- 
prise. But recent figures show- 
ing that the state allocates 
S7.56 per 1.000 miles compared 
to a national average of $12.79, 
has many car owners upset ac- 
cording to the state 
representative.

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Repeal or revise 

State school code challenged, faces controversy 


Since Gov. John Engler 
stated an intent to repeal the 
state School Code and replace 
it with local education codes, 
controversy has revolved 
around repealing or revising 
the codes. 

After Engler’s statement in 
his State of the State address 
in January, key legislators 
have indicated a desire to re- 
vamp the public and elemen- 
tary school system by making 
extensive revisions to the 
code. 

One plan is to compress the 
State Code by repealing as 
many sections as possible, re- 
writing sections to eliminate 
unnecessary provisions and 
transferring other sections 
from the code to different stat- 
utes. Another plan calls for a 
total repeal of the current 


code and substituting in its 
place a completely new law. 

The School Code of 1976 
(Public Act 451 plus amend 
ments) is the basic state law 
governing elementary and sec- 
ondary education in Michigan. 
The Code establishes school 
districts and boards, pre- 
scribes their functions, sets re- 
quire ments for school 
personnel, mandates some 
courses of instruction and edu- 
cational sendees and specifies 
certain standards for school 
buildings and facilities. The 
Code also assigns a number of 
responsibilities to the State 
Board of Education and 
Del apartment of Education, 
especially in the rule making 
sphere. 

The Code includes: 

• Basic school governance -

Psychics share gifts of perception, inner vision, meditation

The mysteries of the psychic 
world are difficult to explain. 

For those familiar with the 
supernatural the phenomenon 
is not unusual. Many believe 
that the spirit world can open 
up an individual’s mind and 
body to a higher level of con- 
sciousness. For skeptics or 
non-believers the idea of con- 
trolling your life through inner 
vision and meditation is con- 
trary to tradition. 

For four women the spiri- 
tual perspectives they possess 
to see beyond the physical are 
gifts to be shared not 
sublimated. 

“As a child I thought every- 
one was like me, experiencing 
the things I was feeling and 
sensing,” said psychic Joanna 
Smith. 

As she grew old, Smith be- 
came more afraid of her abili- 
ties trying to suppress the 
feelings of pain and anxiety 
she could feel in the presence 


of others. 

“In my late 20s I realized I 
was clairsentience (having the 
feeling or sensation distin- 
guishable from perception and 
thought) so I learned to be like 
a radio. I had to control my 
ability through isolation. Like 
you turn a radio on and off,” 
said Smith. 

A clairsentient possesses 
the ability to feel individuals 
sense impressions. 

“Everyone has an energy 
signature or vibration I am 
able to tune into,” said Smith. 

Mastering the ability to 
focus one individual instead of 
sensing everyone’s emotions 
she might feel when she en- 
tered a building or a room was 
working with her abilities in- 
stead of shutting them off. 

Smith, 45, a professional 
psychic for 15 years, thinks 
people with her gift get too 

much credit. 

“I am the antenna or bridge 
between the spirit and you,” 
said Smith. Individuals are en- 


couraged to act upon the read- 
i n g and broaden their 
perspectives through aware- 
ness. Psychics feel the spirits 
don’t make judgments 

“Many people come to me 
thinking their life is a script 
and I am the one reading 
what’s written,” said Smith. 
“You have a free will to decide 
to act upon my feelings or to 
ignore your choices, it’s up to 
the individual.” 

Another form of psychic 
power is psychometiy, the abil- 
ity to have feelings or sensa- 
tions from physical contact 
with an object. Psychic Eva 
Blair, minister of God’s True 
Love Temple Truth, has the ca- 
pacity to receive impressions 
from objects people possess. 
Objects may include a ring, 
photo, article of clothing or 
contact with a hand. 

“I get information from 
higher spirits of good,” said 
Blair. “When I am involved in 
a reading I write down affir- 
mations or things channeled to 


me right then that the person 
can take with them. They can 
ask me questions about things 
I feel if its something impor- 
tant to them that I didn’t feel at 
the moment.” 

Blair, 52, has been a psychic 
most of her life. The church as 
well as family has had a big 
impact on her beliefs. 

After being involved with a 
church in Detroit for 10 years 
Blair felt her spirits wouldn’t 
accept all the doctrines the 
church was dictating. 

“I started having a spiritual 
church service Thursday eve- 
nings then I moved them to 
Sundays out of my home,” said 
Blair. 

The psychic feels the fol- 
lowers became lazy, not will- 
ing to put in as much of 
themselves to the church as 
needed. 

“I have taken some time off 
from my services, but I will 
probably begin again this sum- 
mer, they’re waiting for me to 
return,” said Blair. 

Aside from their personal 


contacts with clients, all of the 
women participate in psychic 
fairs that travel across the 
state. The co- founder of the 
Festival of Inner Light Extrav- 
aganza, an event that brings 
vendors and psychics from all 
over southeastern Michigan to- 
gether, encourages skeptics 
that want to relieve their hesi- 
tations to attend a fair. 

“If you want to reach your 
spiritual and conscious level, 
these shows help you open up 
your minds to a different way 
of thinking,” said Pamela 
Hamling. “If you are a sensi- 
tive or spiritual person these 
shows are wonderful re- 
sources to meet with other 
people that feel the way you 
do.” 

Hamling, a tarot card 
reader, has always been inter- 
ested in her spirituality. 

Another psychic, unique to 
the field of massage therapy, is 
Dr. Betty Westbrook, a body, 
mind and spirit regeneration 
masseuse. W'estbrook believes 
her physical therapy not only 


benefits illnesses and pain 
people suffer from but relieves 
the stress and pressure accu- 
mulated through day to day 
encounters. 

“God made me the doctor 
that I am. I am obedient and I 
am led to do it,” said 
Westbrook. 

The Festival of Inner Light 
Extravaganza will be travell- 
ing to Westland from 11 a.m. to 
7 p.m. March 25. The event, 
slated at the Bailey Center on 
Ford Road in Westland, will 
feature readers, crystals, jewe- 
lry, body workers and reading 
material. 

Blair, Westbrook, and Smith 
will be at the fair performing 
psychic readings. 

Admission is $5 per person - 
and children 12 and younger 
are free. Psychic readings are 
$10 for 10 minutes mini-read- 
ings.

According 
to this view, by running per- 
sistently huge deficits the 
U.S. has woefully abused and 
forfeited its trusted and priv- 
ileged position as the world’s 
only true “reserve” or “glob- 
al” currency. 

Why is this bad? Because 
in the mid 1970s the dollar 
was finally detached from 
the last vestiges of the gold 
standard. Since that time the 
global “paper money” system 
has literally been operating 
as a world-wide financial 
“act of faith.” 

There is literally nothing 
backing today’s paper money 
system - except global faith 
and trust in the world’s 
politicians! Now do you see 
why we are in trouble? 

Of late the international 
financial community has 
been rapidly losing faith in 
U.S. politicians ability to in- 
telligently manage our na- 
tion’s finances. In my opin- 
ion the currency markets — 
not the Congress — will !

Youth academy 
proposed 

To the editor: 

The Downriver Mutual Aid 
Task Force is spearheading an 
effort to explore the creation 
of a new youth academy. Our 
goal is aimed at keeping at-risk 
youngsters from falling prey to 
crime, violence, drugs, and 
isolation. 

Present plans call for creat- 
ing such an academy on the 
grounds of the soon-to-be 
closed K.I. Sawyer Air Force 
Base near Marquette in the 
Upper Peninsula. As part of its 
mission, this academy would 
house, feed, educate, train, 
and guide young men 14 to 17 
years of age, preparing them 
for a better life of structure, 
commitment, responsibility, 
and respect. 

The Task Force has already 
met with officials charged with 
handling the closure and 
transfer of the Sawyer site to 
civil authority. These talks 
have been aimed at defining 
the role of the proposed oper- 
ating participants and clarify- 
ing details involved in the 
project’s development.

Dodge Ram reigns as ‘King of the Road’

Roger Miller sang King oftiie 
Road long ago, so long ago that 
I should not even be able to 
refer to it, because I wasn’t 
bom yet. 

The concept of being the 
“King of the Road” may be 
more than 20 years old, but the 
Dodge Ram i500 Club Cab is 
certainly an entirely new 
breed of truck. 

From the front, this truck 
looks like a miniature semi- 
truck. To say this truck is b-i- 
i-i-g-g-g-g-g, would be an under- 
statement. 

The Dodge Ram shook up 
the full-size pickup world 
when more than 200,000 units 
were sold in its first year. Now 
a year later, the 1995 Ram 
pickup looks ahead in this 
highly competitive market and 
has added an extended cab op- 
tion as well as more horse- 
power in the form of V-10 
power. 

The Ram Club Cab (ex- 
tended cab), as with the Con- 
ventional and Cab/Chassis 
configuration, will be sold in 
| both two- and four-wheel drive 
; models. 

The Ram benefits from an 
impressive range of Magnum 
engines, from a solid 3.9-1 iter 
V6 to the 5.2-liter V8 to a heavy 
duty 5.9-liter V8 to the indus- 
try’s only 10-cylinder truck 
power plant. The latter kicks 
out 300 horsepower and 450 
pound-feet of torque. 

To match the versatility of 
the Magnum engine lineup, 
Dodge Truck offers six trans- 
, missions with the Ram - three 
. automatic and three manual 
■ selections. 

In addition to being a per- 


formance leader, the Ram has 
set the pace for safety in its 
segment. It was the first full 
size truck to provide standard 
driver-side air bag and offer 
optional four-wheel anti-locK 
brakes on all models. 

The Ram’s substantial pow- 
ertrains make it a big player in 
the cargo hauling and towing 
categories. The half-ton 1500 
series 4x2 and one- ton 3500 se- 
ries have the highest gross 
combined vehicle weight rat- 
ings (GCVWR) in the industry. 
When equipped with the Mag- 
num V10, the Ram can offer a 
GCVWR of up to 19.000 pounds. 

The interior of this truck is 
like no other in the industry. 
The split bench seat contains a 
center arm rest with storage 
bin large enough for a cellular 
phone, laptop computer and 
maybe even a small dog. Jok- 
ing aside, there is a lot of room. 
All controls on the Ram are 
well laid out and within easy 
reach, an oddity for big trucks. 

The only real bad side 
that this truck has is its fuel 
economy. It is rated as 12 mpg 
in the city and 16 mpg on the 
highway. All I can say is, what 
can you expect? This truck can 
haul as much as some dump 
trucks and still float on down 
the highway at 85 mph without 
even breaking a sweat. 

My test vehicle priced out at 
a whopping $24,303. For the 
price you receive a truck that 
is as plush as a Cadillac. 
Power windows, locks and mir- 
rors; 4-wheel anti-lock brakes; 
5.9L Magnum V8, 6-way power 
seats; sliding rear window; 
two-tone paint and a killer 
6-speaker AM/FM Infinity 
stereo with CD to name a few. 

When the guys at Chrysler 
pulled up in this beast and 


handed me the keys, I have to 
admit it was a bit intimidating. 
Me, the sports car guru, driv- 
ing a truck that looked to be as 
long as a football field. My 
fears were dispelled as soon as 
I headed on down the road. 
This truck handled better than 
I could ever dream of. Chang- 
ing lanes and accelerating 
through traffic was easy. 
Granted, I had to be a little 
more careful, but it was not the 
ordeal that I had expected. 

Another positive aspect 
about this truck in traffic is 
that other drivers become in- 
timidated when they see a gi- 
ant chrome bumper cluttering 


up their rear view mirror. 
They quickly stop talking on 
their phone or doing their hair 
and proceed to get out of the 
way. 

I was really impressed by 
the Ram. Even though it takes 
more than $30 in gas to fill up 
the tank, it’s nearly impossible 
to parallel park and is a pain 
to maneuver through city 
streets, I would buy this truck 
with no regrets. It is very well 
built, handles surprisingly like 
a car - despite its size - and 
offers a lot of value for the 
money. 

My sports car buddies may 
point and laugh, but I have to 


say Chrysler has converted at 
least one speed junkie over to 
the truck segment. Now if

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Wayne captures first regional title 


Guess drives Zebras to state quarterfinals

A never-say-die Wayne Memorial’s pulse-pounding performance 
against an outstanding Jackson High team Friday night gave coach 
Chuck Henry and the Zebras a 78-72 victory and Wayne’s first-ever 
Class A regional basketball championship. 

With the spoils of the regionals in their possession. Wayne had little 
time to dwell on their biggest victory in nearly three decades. 

Wayne advanced to the state quarterfinals, also a first for the high 
school, and was scheduled to play last night against a Kalamazoo 
Central team (15-8) that also has its eyes fixed on a the Class A state 
title. 

Kalamazoo brought a 15-8 overall record into the quarterfinal show- 
down with Wayne, which boasted a 20-4 mark after its latest victory. 
The two were to play on the neutral Lansing Eastern court. 

“We don’t know a whole lot about them (Kalamazoo), but you can bet 
that they have an outstanding team - any team that gets this far has to 
have talent.” 

No matter what happens or happened in the quarterfinals last 
night, the 1994-95 Zebras have accomplished what none of its prede- 
cessors managed to do in the past seasons. 

“We had one team in the late 1950’s that won a regional semifinal 
game and reached the regional championship game, but it lost in the 
finals after blowing a 15-point lead,” commented Bill Hawley, former 
basketball coach -athletic director and an assistant principal at the 
high school. 

“This is the first Wayne team, I believe, that has ever won a regional 


basketball championship.” 

And won Wayne did. 

The Zebras parlayed Lorenzo Guess’s 31 points, and Jameel 
Wooden’s 18, to go along with some incredible clutch free throw shoot 
ing into a coveted regional title. 

In the last quarter, with Jackson refusing to quit and fouling to gain 
possession of the ball. Wayne didn’t falter and capitalized on 15 of 17 
from the free throw line. 

And, with 18 seconds left, after Jackson closed to within three 
points (75-73) of catching their visitors. Wayne’s Rodney Hurst canned 
two free throws to widened the gap to 77-72. Seconds earlier, Hurst 
sank two free throws - with 35 seconds left to give Wayne a five-point 
cushion (75-70) before Reggie Hester’s drivein layup closed the gap. 

It was Guess and Jackson’s Michael Smith who set the pace early in 
the game.

Gamble pays off 
for Wayne in semis

Midway in the fourth quarter against Monroe, Wayne’s super 
sophomore Lorenzo Guess drew his fourth personal foul, and 
coach Chuck Henry had a decision to make: Does’ he yank his 
team-leader and top scorer out of the game and save him for the 
final minutes or keep him on the floor? 

With Wayne up by seven (4942), Henry took the gamble and it 
paid off. 

Guess, a 6-2 guard, remained in the thick of the battle and 
canned four of five free throws in the stretch and scored 22 
points for the evening to lead the Zebras to a 69-58 victory Tues- 
day night at Jackson High over their Mega Conference rivals. 

The Wayne victory moved the Zebras into the Class A regional 
championship game where they clashed with host, Jackson, Fri- 
day night (See Related Story). 

“I know 1 was taking a chance,” said Henry later. “Believe me, 
if he had fouled out and we had lost I would have kicked myself. 
But, thank goodness, it worked out.” 

The rematch Wednesday night between the two conference 
opponents, who had split during the regular conference season, 
was closer than the final score would indicate. 

Monroe never gave up. 

With 3:51 left in the fourth quarter, Wayne’s Jameel Wooden 
put on a dazzling display of shooting that included a three- 
pointer and a pair of free throws to give Wayne what appeared to 
be an insurmountable (60-44) lead. Wooden then turned an ensu- 
ing Monroe turnover and Greg Jones’ foul into two more free 
throws that moved Wayne to a 15-point (6244) advantage. 

Monroe’s Spencer Roecker connected on a three-pointer. 

But Guess came up with his two free throws, putting Wayne 
out in front 64-47. 

Again Monroe retaliated. Don Marcero’s two successive treys 
cut the Zebras’ lead to 11 (64-53). 

Henry decided that he needed to talk to his players and, with 
1:11 left, called for a time out. He apparently decided that if 
Monroe wanted the ball the Trojans would have to foul to get it. 

Wayne went into a stall. 

Mike Colwell was the first of a parade of Wayne players who 
went to the foul line. Colwell missed the front end of a one-and- 
one and Monroe came downcourt and Joe Boylan sank a layup, 
closing the gap to 64-55. 

When Ben Crofton fouled Guess with 44 seconds left, the 
Wayne soph stepped to the free throw line and sank both ends of 
a one-and-one to give the Zebras a 66-58 lead with 44 seconds 
left.

Regional disaster 

Canton ousted by Detroit Pershing

It wasn’t supposed to end this way for 
Plymouth-Canton 

Looking more like a super team after knock- 
ing off state ranked Westland John Glenn in the 
Western Lakes Conference tournament champi- 
onship game, and also disposing of a deter- 
mined Novi team for their first district title in 
recent years, first year coach Danny Young and 
the Chiefs appeared poised for a serious run at 
the regional championships.

championship game where they defeated a 
well tuned Southfield-Lathrup team in double 
overtime. 

Pershing was scheduled to return to Fer- 
ndale last night to take on Clarkston (22-2) in a 
state quarterfinal game. The winner will ad 
vanee to the state semifinal round hosted by 
Lansing at the Breslin Center. 

The Pershing-Clarkston winner will play at 1 
p.m. against the survivor of the Detroit Cooley 
and Warren De La Salle game. 

Now back to the regionals. 

Pershing took advantage of Canton’s pathetic 
shooting to jump all over the Chiefs who never 
fully recovered from a 13 of 49 shooting perfor- 
mance. Canton also shot an horrendous five of 
14 night at the free throw line. 

But Pershing, a perennial state powerhouse, 
also didn’t show any signs why they are consid- 
ered the team to beat in the state. They could

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Prisoners earn degree 
while serving sentence

Michigan prisoners serving 
a minuinum term of two years 
or more could soon he re- 
quired to have either a high 
school diploma or a General 
Education Diploma (GED) cer 
tificate, before being released 
on parole. 

Michigan House Bill 4200 
sponsored by 22nd District 
Rep. Gregory Pitoniak (D Tay- 
lor) requiring such educa 
tional credits was approved by 
the House on March 15. 

Citing the fact that Michigan 
spends anywhere between 
$10,000 and $30,000 a year to 
house one prisoner, Pitoniak 
said, “the legislation would 


help assure that the prisoners 
would be educated enough 
when they leave incarceration 
to become productive mem 
bers of society. 

“Releasing inmates into so 
ciety with basically the same 
skills they had when they came 
into prison forces many of 
them to return to what they 
know best crime," Pitoniak 
said. 

However, when they are re 
leased with the above listed 
skills, Pitoniak said, they will 
be able to gain self-respect, 
pride and an opportunity to 
gain employment and stay out 
of jail. 

Pitoniak feels that such a 
procedure in the long run 
would prove a major cost sav- 


ings to the state. 

Under the bill, prisoners 
who have learning disabilities, 
lack proficiency in English or 
are unable to meet the re- 
quirement through no fault of 
their own would not be re 
quired to meet the mandate. 

It also would require the 
Michigan Department of Cor 
rections to provide English 
language courses to prisoners, 
who lack basic language 
proficiency. 

The bill if approved by the 
Senate and signed by Gov. 
John Engler, would impact 
only prisoners sentenced after 
the effective date of the 
legislation.

House Democratic Leader 
Curtis Hertel (D-Detroit) re- 
cently announced the appoint- 
ment of 17th District State 
Rep. Tom Kelly (D Wayne) to a 
special Democratic panel 
charged with reviewing the 
status of the state’s education 
system and proposed changes. 

The Democratic Task Force 
on Education Standards in- 
cludes: Maintaining and im- 
proving the quality of our 
schools; To determine implica- 
tions of a School Code repeal; 
To consider ways to empower 
local school boards by reduc- 
ing bureaucracy: To examine 
improvements that can be 
made to our schools, and to 
identify potential threats to 
their quality. 

“There are some who be- 
lieve that action on education 
issues was completed when 
the voters passed Proposal A. 
However, that is not true,” said 
Hertel. “The Governor’s pro- 
posal to repeal the state school 
code shows that additional sig-

nificant changes are being dis- 
cussed. We need to begin 
reviewing such ideas imme- 
diately and that is what this 
task force will do.” 

Kelly said the importance of 
education cannot be over- 
emphasized. 

“The decisions which we as 
state legislators make regard- 
ing what is taught and how it is 
taught have a tremendous im- 
pact,” Kelly said. “We have an 
obligation to carefully exam 
ine the effects of what changes 
we are going to make." 

Kelly added that one of the 
goals of the task force will be 
to fully investigate the ram- 
ifications of public funding of

available again, following a 
period when a great deal was 
in storage while the temporary 
library was housed at the old 
Mount Pleasant School.

Statistics surrounding the 
annual deaths of infants and 
children involved in car acci- 
dents, where no safety belt was 
involved, continue to be 
recorded. 

In 1993, as a result of traffic 
crashes, three Michigan chi 1- 
dren (on average) died each 
month, as a result of not wea- 
ring safety belts or in child 
safety seats. 

The National Child Pas- 
senger Safety Awareness Week 
was instituted to emphasize 
the importance of always using 
a child safety seat or safety 
belt to restrain children 
passengers. 

Betty Mercer, executive di- 
rector of the Michigan State 
Police, Office of Highway 
Safety Planning, hopes people 
remember buckling up your 
child is not only good sense, 


but its also the law. 

“Traffic crashes are the 
leading cause of death and in- 
jury to children. We strongly 
urge every parent, grand- 
parent, friend or guardian to 
use a child safety seat every 
trip,” said Mercer. 

Police officers report seeing 
children in safety seats that 
are not secured, as a result of a 
lack of the seat being properly 
installed or the improper use 


of the safety belt system. In 
other cases, children are in a 
safety seat without the harness 
fastened. It is estimated that 
up to 75 percent of the child 
safety seats in use are incor- 
rectly installed, which can se- 
verely reduce their 
effectiveness in case of a traf- 
fic crash, regardless of the dis- 
tance or rate of speed the 
vehicle is travelling. 

The National Highway Traf- 


fic Safety Administration rec- 
ommends using safety seats 
until children weigh 40 
pounds, when they can gradu- 
ate to a transitional booster 
seat. Using a booster seat is es- 
sential to protect children. 
Only when the vehicle’s lap 
belt stays low on the child’s 
hips and doesn’t rice up across 
the abdomen, and the should 
belt doesn’t cross in front of 
the face or neck, are they 
ready for adult safety belts.

Helmets keep bikers 
safe on streets, walks 


With spring weather here, 
bike riders will be jumping at 
the chance to ride on clear 
streets and sidewalks. How- 
ever, they should be aware that 
safety measures must accom- 
pany the fun and exercise they 
enjoy. 

Biking has become a popu- 
lar pastime in recent years, 
whether just casual riding or 
serious trail riding. Bikers of 
all ages need to be aware of 
biker safety, especially the im- 
portance of wearing helmets. 

In 1993, 804 bicyclists were 
killed in bicycle crashes, 
mostly involving motor vehi- 
cles. Head injuries are the 
most serious injury type and 
are the common cause of death 


among bicyclists. For sur- 
vivors, even mild and mode- 
rate injuries can be disabling 
and long lasting, according to 
safety officials. 

Thirty-eight percent ofbicy- 
cle deaths involve riders 15 or 
younger. The death rate rises 
rapidly beginning at about age 
6 and is highest among 11- and 
13-year-olds. Helmets provide 
an extra measure of safety for 
all riders. Parents should be 
especially adamant about 
their children wearing safety 
gear when riding. 

It is still possible for biking 
to be a fun and safe pastime, if 
proper safety equipment - in- 
cluding helmets - are used.
